BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

At  the  end  of  our  second  full  year  of  operation  we  now  have  twenty- 
one  customers.  Unfortunately  we  have  had  to  raise  our  rates  to  S2.25 
per  100  cubic  feet  as  the  City  of  Taunton  raised  their  rates.  We  are 
mandated  by  law  to  be  a self  sufficient  entity  and  therefore  had  no 
choice  but  to  do  this. 

Residents  should  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  operates  without  compensation  and  as  such  reads 
meters,  make  service  installations  and  inspections  and  installs  outside 
reader  connections  on  our  own  time.  Any  funds  collected  from 
permits,  installations,  and  customer  water  billing  is  used  strictly  for 
paying  monthly  water  bills  from  Taunton  and  purchasing  meters  and 
related  supplies  and  paying  for  water  usage  for  fire  protection  as  the 
hydrants  are  metered  through  the  master  meter  from  Taunton. 

This  simply  means  that  any  “profit”  as  such  would  be  reduced  or 
wiped  out.  As  a point  of  interest,  100  cubic  feet  of  water  is  equal  to 
approximately  750  gallons  of  water.  Statistics  show  an  average  family 
of  four  can  use  40,000  to  50,000  gallons  of  water  per  year. 

We  will  strive  to  improve  upon  our  service  as  funds  permit.

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BERKLEY  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1988  Annual  Report 


On  July  18,  1988  I assumed  the  duties  of  Acting  Police  Chief, 
upon  the  resignation  of  Chief  David  Mason.  On  October  2,  1988,  I 
was  appointed  Chief  of  Police  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

At  that  time  the  Police  Department  consisted  of  the  Chief  and 
one  Regular  Patrolman  and  seven  Reserve  Officers.  We  currently  have 
two  Regular  Patrolmen  and  a third  will  be  graduated  from  the  Police 
Academy  in  April.  I have  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
that  a fourth  patrolman  be  hired,  so  that  we  can  maintain  the 
necessary  coverage,  as  the  town  continues  to  grow.  The  demand  for 
services  is  also  increasing. 

At  the  present  time,  we  have  three  cruisers;  one  1982,  with  a 
mileage  of  134,000  miles,  one  1986  with  a mileage  of  65,000  miles. 

We  adequately  maintain  our  cruisers,  but  with  increased  growth, 
new  developments  to  patrol,  with  a cruiser  on  the  road  twenty-four 
hours  a day,  a patrolman  can  cover  90-100  miles  each  shift.  I strongly 
recommend  consideration  be  given  to  purchasing  a new  cruiser  each 
year. 


Due  to  the  overcrowding  of  the  radio  frequency  we  were 
previously  operating  on,  we  have  now  combined  with  Dighton  and 
Freetown  to  form  a new  frequency,  which  expedites  police  work  and 
enables  us  to  work  closely  with  our  two  neighboring  towns. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  awarded  a grant  by  the 
Committee  on  Criminal  Justice,  to  expand  and  up-date  our  in-house 
computer.  When  the  money  is  received  by  the  town,  this  will  be  done. 

The  town  continues  to  receive  reimbursements  from  court  fines, 
although  the  state  is  now  taking  a larger  percentage  of  the  fine  money. 

We  are  still  operating  from  the  trailer,  which  was  set  up  in  1982. 
Due  to  the  increased  activity  involving  citizens  and  others  coming  to 
the  trailer  for  permits  and  reports,  we  have  certainly  outgrown  the 
trailer,  and  the  need  for  larger  quarters  is  essential. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  trust  in  my 
appointment  and  their  cooperation. 
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I commend  the  police  officers  and  dispatchers  for  the  dedication 
and  professionalism  they  have  exhibited  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  It  is  such  dedication  that  strengthens  our  department. 

I am  very  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  given  to  me  by  all  the 
town  departments.  A very  special  “Thank  You”  to  Highway 
Surveyor,  Raymond  Rose  and  his  department  and  to  Fire  Chief  James 
Barrow  and  his  department. 

There  is  excellent  rapport  and  cooperation  between  these  depart- 
ments and  the  Police  Department  and  much  has  been  accomplished, 
because  of  this.

To  The  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Berkley  Council  On  Aging  was  established  by  vote  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  on  March  8,  1973,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8B  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  carry  out  programs  designed  to  meet  the  problems 
and  needs  of  the  elderly  in  Berkley,  and  in  cooperation  with  the 
programs  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Elderly  Affairs  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

We  have  continued  to  sponsor  the  following  programs: 

1.  One  Free  flu  shot  clinic. 

2.  Ten  full  day  Health  Counseling  Sessions  (once/month  except  July 
and  August).  A nurse  from  the  Southeastern  Mass.  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  checks  blood  pressure,  urine  for  diabetes,  weights, 
and  answers  any  health  questions.  The  health  sessions  are  held 
from  9 a.m.  to  2 p.m.  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month  at  the 
Senior  Center,  93  Myricks  Street. 

3.  Sponsored  screenings  for  anemia  and  diabetes  as  well  as  provided 
an  eye  glass  clinic.  Seniors  were  able  to  get  their  glasses  adjusted 
and  discuss  eye  problems  with  a local  optometrist.  Also  sponsored 
a cholesterol  clinic. 

4.  Continue  to  provide  and  distribute  Senior  Identification  Cards. 

5.  Participation  with  the  Bristol  Elder  Services,  Inc.  bringing  home 
care  to  the  elderly,  such  services  included  homemaking,  chore 
services,  Medical  transportation  for  chronic  and  long-term 
medical  problems  and  legal  services. 

6.  Continue  to  help  individual  seniors  with  special  needs,  when 
requests  are  made. 

7.  Berkley  Library  supplies  the  Senior  Center  with  a good  selection  of 
books  that  are  considered  interesting  for  the  elderly.  These  books 
may  be  borrowed  at  any  time  when  the  Senior  Center  is  open. 

8.  The  Berkley  Happy  Hearts  Senior  Club  meets  on  Monday  at  1:30 
p.m.  at  the  Senior  Center.  This  is  every  Monday,  weather  permitting. 
Also  the  Senior  Center  is  providing  a place  for  Cub  Scouts,  Webelos 
and  Girl  Scouts  to  meet  during  evenings  and  on  Saturdays.  This 
mainly  was  a result  of  the  new  school  construction. 
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9.  We  are  continuing  to  sponsor  the  federal  surplus  food  program 
monthly,  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  from  9:00  am  to  3:00  pm.  Since 
we  are  a members  of  the  Rhode  Island  Food  Bank  we  have  been 
purchasing  other  commodities  to  supplement  the  federal  surplus 
food  program.  The  Federal  Government  has  recently  cut  back 
on  the  number  of  times  certain  commodities  can  be  given  out, 
such  as  butter  and  cheese.  This  cutback  has  caused  us  to  get 
other  commodities  from  other  sources.  We  feel  there  is  a vital 
need  for  this  program  in  our  town  and  will  continue  to  sponsor 
the  program  for  1989.  We  have  been  averaging  service  to 
approximately  100  families  and/or  individuals.  All  recipients 
must  meet  the  gross  income  requirements  under  the  current  fuel 
assistance  program. 

10.  Again  this  year  the  Senior  Center  was  open  for  those 
participating  in  the  fuel  assistance  program  to  sign  up  without 
having  to  go  out  of  town.  The  Center  was  open  on  scheduled 
dates  and  assistance  was  given  to  all  those  who  requested  it. 

11.  We  are  represented  on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Advisory 
Council  of  Bristol  Elder  Services,  Inc. 

12.  Each  year  the  Council  on  Aging  plans  a catered  luncheon  open 
to  all  Berkley  Seniors.  This  years’  luncheon  was  held  at  the 
Independence  Harbor  Restaurant  in  Assonet  in  June.  Check  with 
your  Council  for  1989’s  date  and  place  if  you  would  like  to  attend. 

13.  Last  year  we  received  a $4,500.00  discretionary  grant  from  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  for  the  purpose  of  holding  physical 
fitness  classes  and  providing  arts  and  crafts  instruction.  To  date 
we  have  held  several  fitness  classes  but  had  to  stop  when  the 
instructor  had  a job  change.  We  hope  to  begin  again  this  Spring. 
Also  we  are  still  trying  to  set  up  Arts  and  Crafts  classes. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Raymond  Rose  and  his  men  at  the 
Highway  Department  for  their  cooperation  in  helping  us  in  our  food 
distribution  program.  Also  Mr.  Robert  Harmon  of  the  Civil  Defense 
Department  for  his  work  on  the  food  program  as  well.  Without  their 
help  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  us  to  sponsor  this  program.  Thanks 
again  to  all  who  assist  the  Seniors  in  Berkley.

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BRISTOL-PLYMOUTH 
REGIONAL  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 
ANNUAL  REPORT  — 1988 


I hereby  submit  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report  to  the  citizens  of 
Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  School  District.  The  School  Committee 
representing  the  District  is  comprised  of  the  following  people: 


The  1988  school  year  at  Bristol-Plymouth  was  another  successful 
one.  This  success  was  due  to  a great  extent  from  the  support  of  the  city 
and  towns  which  represent  the  district.  The  school,  as  usual,  operated 
with  an  enrollment  of  740  high  school  students.  This  is  consistant  with 
other  years  at  Bristol-Plymouth. 

Sixty-nine  percent  of  the  senior  class  participated  in  the  cooperative 
program  at  the  school  and  ninety-four  percent  of  our  graduates  were 
placed  in  a job  situation  at  the  conclusion  of  their  educational 
requirements. 

The  school  continues  to  receive  extensive  support  from  the  Division  of 
Occupational  Education  and  the  total  budget  was  reduced  by  $3,390,451 
from  money  received  from  the  State  reimbursement.  This  has  been  of 
great  value  in  maintaining  the  high  standards  of  the  school. 

The  School  Committee  authorized  a Horticultural  Program  to  be 
instituted  at  the  school.  A greenhouse  was  purchased  and  an  instructor 
hired  using  Federal  monies  which  funded  the  project.  Also,  the  school 
received  federal  funding  to  hire  an  equity  counselor  in  an  attempt  to 
increase  the  minority  and  female  population. 

Eighty-nine  percent  of  the  senior  class  had  successful  co-op  work 
experiences.  Nine  of  the  fourteen  shops  had  100%  placement  of  their 
students  in  either  immediate  related  work  situations  or  extended 
education  in  their  chosen  occupation. 

The  parents  of  Bristol-Plymouth  students  should  be  recognized  for 
their  untiring  efforts  and  cooperation  in  supporting  the  progress  of 
the  school.  They,  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board,  School 
Committee  and  interested  citizens  of  the  community  make  Bristol- 
Plymouth  an  outstanding  vocational  high  school  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

In  1988,  the  Planning  Board  continued  working  with  IEP,  Inc.  to 
complete  a Master  Plan  for  the  Town.  It  completed  an  aquifer  study 
with  the  assistance  of  IEP  and  a State  Grant  for  $25,000.  Using  the 
local  newspaper,  information  concerning  aquifer  protection  was 
mailed  to  each  home. 

The  growth  of  the  Town  continues.  The  Board  signed  89  Form  A 
lots,  looked  at  3 preliminary  plans  and  has  worked  on  the  completion 
of  several  previously  started  Sub-developments. 

We  anticipate  the  continued  growth  will  be  difficult  for  the  town  to 
handle.  The  present  zoning  regulations  have  proved  inadequate  and 
must  be  revised  with  a zoning  map  as  the  state  law  requires.  The  Board 
hopes  to  present  the  town  with  by-law  changes  in  the  Spring  of  1989. 

Meetings  are  held  in  the  Old  Town  Hall  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Thursday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  The  office  is  also  open  the  first 
Saturday  of  the  month  from  9:00  A.M.  to  10:00  A.M.  Anyone 
interested  is  invited  to  attend.

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REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  BERKLEY 
FROM  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND 
ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 


The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District  served  the  Town  of  Berkley  in  many  ways  in  1988.  SRPEDD 
(pronounced  sir-ped)  is  not  a federal  or  state  agency,  but  a true  locally 
run  regional  agency  serving  southeastern  Massachusetts.  In  the  past 
year,  representatives  of  Berkley  serving  on  the  SRPEDD  Commission 
were  John  Holland  representing  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Byron 
Holmes  for  the  Planning  Board. 

Some  of  the  District’s  more  significant  acomplishments  in  1988  were: 

• Completion  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program 
(TIP)  and  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP) 
which  set  regional  priorities  on  federal  and  state  grants  for 
transportation  and  economic  development  projects. 

• Initiation  of  a regional  groundwater  (aquifer)  mapping  project,  to 
be  completed  in  1989. 

• Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED) 
Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for 
expansion.  In  1988,  SEED  approved  loans  to  14  small  businesses 
in  the  amount  of  S2.35  million.  These  loans  were  projected  to 
create  170  jobs  and  will  result  in  the  investment  of  $4.85  million 
from  private  sources. 

• SRPEDD  continued  to  provide  the  planning  services  for  the  two 
regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA. 

• SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development 
projects  in  the  region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be 
addressed.  This  year,  we  reviewed  one  hundred  forty- five  such 
projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply,  sewage 
disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related  issues. 

• Fifty-five  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to 
insure  consistency  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

• The  district  traffic  counting  program  and  computerized  accident 
filing  system  were  both  expanded  in  1988. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  Town  of  Berkley  in  1989.

To:  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

As  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  I issued  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
permits  and  as  Gas  Inspector,  I issued  seventeen  gas  permits. 

The  total  income  from  these  permits  was  $2,558  of  which  the 
inspector  received  $2,409,  leaving  a balance  of  $149  for  the  town  to 
use  for  printing  and  mailing  costs. 

During  one  of  the  many  inspections  of  the  addition  to  the  middle 
school,  I noted  the  Tocci  Corp,  general  contractors,  had  illegally 
installed  an  underground  drain  from  the  existing  roof  leaders.  After 
several  meetings  with  the  engineers,  architects  and  members  of  the 
school  building  committee,  the  line  was  excavated.  It  was  found  to  be 
undersized,  plugged  and  separated  at  a joint.  The  line  was  replaced 
with  the  proper  size  pipe,  tested  and  inspected. 

All  other  inspections  were  carried  out  without  incident  or 
complaints. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  the  building  inspector,  Frank  Wallace,  for  their 
co-operation  in  assisting  me  to  do  my  job.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
Annual  Report  Fiscal  Year  — 1988 

The  Finance  Committee  serves  the  taxpayers  of  Berkley  on  an 
advisory  basis.  It  is  our  responsibility  to  review  all  budgets,  special 
articles  and  referenda  that  have  a financial  impact  on  the  town  and  to 
advise  the  voters  accordingly.  In  addition  the  Finance  Committee 
controls  the  Reserve  Account  which  is  set  up  to  provide  for 
extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures.  The  committee  consists  of 
nine  members  appointed  to  rotating  three  year  terms. 

At  this  time  the  Berkley  Community  School  project  is  nearing 
completion  and  the  impact  of  the  exclusion  is  being  felt  by  the  tax- 
payers. Because  of  the  decrease  in  the  Town’s  payment  over  the  years, 
the  impact  will  decrease  rapidly  over  the  next  few  years. 

Because  of  the  state  fiscal  crisis,  Berkley  can  expect  a smaller 
increase  in  state  aid  than  we  have  seen  in  the  past.  From  Fiscal  Year 
1981  to  Fiscal  Year  1988,  state  aid  increased  an  average  of  nearly 
fifteen  per  cent  per  year.  This  money  has  become  vital  to  the  town, 
funding  over  forty  percent  of  Berkley’s  town  government.  It  is 
important,  now  more  than  ever,  that  all  Department  Heads  explore  all 
cost-cutting  measures  available. 

With  the  defeat  of  the  override  referenda  on  last  year’s  ballot,  town 
voters  made  it  clear  that  they  will  only  support  an  override  of 
Proposition  2 Vi  if  they  see  a substantial,  concrete  need  that  must  be 
met,  as  they  did  in  the  school  construction  exclusion.  This  sent  a firm 
message  to  Department  Heads  that  they  must  learn  to  stay  within  the 
constraints  of  the  available  funds  and  not  try  to  add  new  services  or 
perhaps  even  cut  services. 

Each  citizen  in  Berkley  has  a responsibility  to  himself  and  the  town 
to  take  part  in  town  government  — from  voluntering  to  serve  on  a 
committee  or  attending  a town  meeting  — every  person  has  a part  to 
play  in  town  government.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BERKLEY 
ARTS  LOTTERY  COUNCIL  — 1988 

The  Berkley  Arts  Lottery  Council  met  twice  in  1988  to  disperse 
monies  granted  to  us  by  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  April  7,  1988,  at  the  Berkley  Middle 
School  for  distribution  of  $1,025.00  ($1,016.00  - Current  Cycle  allotment 
plus  $9.00  held  over  at  state  level). 

Committee  members  present  were  as  follows:  Jean  Carter, 
Chairperson;  Diana  Modlowski,  Secretary;  Glenn  Davis,  Patrice 
Capuano,  Greg  O’Brien,  Kim  Jones,  and  Wendy  Kruczek. 

Grants  awarded  were  as  follows:  ($125.00)  Berkley  Public  Library  for 
a performance  by  Steven  Rudolph;  ($849.00)  Berkley  PTO  Enrichment 
towards  performances  by  Norman  Bridwell,  Marcia  Pearlmutter,  and 
Bill  Meikle.  By  unanimous  vote  of  the  council,  $51.00  was  voted  to  be 
used  for  administrative  expense. 

Our  PASS  (Performing  Arts  Student  Series)  allotment  for  this  cycle 
was  $321.00.  After  a unanimous  vote  to  deduct  available 
administrative  funds  of  $16.00,  our  balance  available  for  PASS  grant 
was  $305.00.  The  PASS  grant  awarded  was  $227.50  to  PTO 
Enrichment  for  our  kindergarten  students  to  a performance  of  “Peter 
the  Wolf”  shown  at  the  Zeiterion  Theatre  on  November  30,  1988.  The 
balance  of  PASS  funds  ($77.50)  was  held  for  the  next  funding  cycle. 

The  BALC  committee  met  again  on  October  13,  1988  at  the  Edward 
Canuel  Primary  School  to  vote  on  that  current  cycles  applications. 
Members  present  were  as  follows:  Jean  Carter,  Chairperson;  Diana 
Modlowski,  Secretary;  Glenn  Davis,  Greg  O’Brien,  Kim  Jones, 
Patrice  Capuano,  Bernie  Desautels,  Wendy  Kruczek,  Kathleen 
Chester  and  Jackie  Mosher. 

Total  funds  available  this  cycle  were  $1193.00  (which  included  all 
state  holdover  funding).  Grants  awarded  were  as  follows:  ($100.00) 
SMU  Co-operative  Learning  Center  for  their  “Very  Special  Arts 
Program”;  ($100.00)  New  Bedford  Symphony  Orchestra  Association 
for  tickets  to  a performance  of  “Musical  Fairy  Tales”,  which  will  be 
offered  to  our  Senior  Citizen  Program.  The  balance  of  ($993.00)  was 
awarded  to  the  Berkley  PTO  Enrichment  Program  for  distribution 
between  performances  of  the  New  England  Training  Theatre, 
Performances  of  “Opera  to  Go”,  and  a performance  of  Bob  Stromberg. 

No  monies  were  voted  for  allotment  to  the  administrative  fund. 

PASS  funds  for  this  cycle  were  distributed  in  the  amount  of  $243.75 
to  the  Berkley  PTO  Enrichment  Program  for  the  performance  “Potato 
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People  presented  at  the  Zeiterion  Theatre  on  April  26,  1989  for  our 
first  grade  classes.  The  balance  of  $105.25  will  be  held  over  for  our 
PASS  program  at  state  level. 

New  members  appointed  to  the  Committee  were:  Heather  Dropps, 
Marjorie  Ghilarducci,  Margaret  Robertson,  Pamela  Whitehouse  and 
Rita  Carter. 

Newly  elected  officers  are  as  follows:  Patrice  Capuano  and  Pamela 
Whitehouse  as  Co-Chairpersons,  and  Jackie  Mosher  as  Secretary. 

Finally,  the  Berkley  Arts  Lottery  Council  would  like  to  extend  its 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  past  Chairperson  Jean  Carter,  and  past 
Secretary  Diana  Modlowski.

All  work 
found  not  to  be  in  accordance  with  minimum  standards  has  since  been 
corrected  and  all  builders  are  currently  complying  with  standards  of 
acceptance. 

Records  have  been  maintained  and  can  be  considered  accurate  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge  through  December  31,  1988.  A monthly 
report  of  building  permits  issued  has  been  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

As  seen  by  the  number  of  permits  issued  over  the  past  five  years, 
there  continues  to  be  an  increase  in  building  activity  of  all  kinds 
throughout  the  town.  Based  upon  1988  housing  starts  in  comparison 
to  available  house  lots,  it  is  likely  that  1989  will  see  the  construction  of 
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an  equivalent  number  of  new  homes,  notwithstanding  considerations  of 
the  economy.  In  an  attempt  to  provide  inspection  services  without  in- 
creasing the  cost  of  the  building  department,  Berkley  residents  should 
become  aware  of  the  following  information: 

A.  Allow  a minimum  of  three  days  notice  when  requesting  inspections. 
Experienced  contractors  and  builders  usually  allow  5-7  days  so 
they  will  not  be  delayed  in  their  work  because  appointment  times 
have  already  been  scheduled  for  others. 

B.  Allow  a minimum  of  two  weeks  for  the  processing  of  all  building 
permit  applications.  Federal  and  state  agencies  are  requiring  more 
time  consuming  review  for  compliance  with  regulatory  statutes 
for  the  protection  of  the  consumer. 

C.  A simplified  version  of  state  and  local  building  code  requirements 
is  available  to  residents  of  the  town  and  other  interested  parties  at 
a nominal  cost.  This  version  is  not  intended  to  be  complete,  but 
only  to  indicate  basic  requirements  and  general  procedures 
necessary  to  follow  when  applying  for  and  receiving  building 
permits  for  various  purposes. 

D.  Regular  office  hours  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  are  held  in  the 
basement  of  the  Edward  G.  Canuel  Primary  School  on  the  first 
and  third  Thursdays,  8:00  P.M.,  and  the  second  and  fourth 
Saturdays,  8:30  A.M.,  of  each  month.  Other  appointments  may 
be  arranged  at  mutual  convenience  by  calling  822-9603  and 
leaving  a message  with  the  answering  service  provided  at  that 
number. 

Once  again,  I would  like  to  thank  the  various  boards  and 
individuals  for  their  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office, 
especially  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  and  Constable  Fred  Bopp.

BERKLEY  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1988 


During  1988  the  Berkley  Fire  Department  realized  an  increase  in 
both  fire  and  ambulance  emergencies.  Overall  fire  and  ambulance 
calls  were  up  an  average  of  22%  over  the  previous  year’s  calls. 

As  the  Town  of  Berkley’s  population  continues  to  grow  the  number 
of  responses  by  the  Berkley  Ambulance  increase  steadily.  The  Berkley 
Ambulance  currently  is  manned  by  three  full-time  EMT’s  and  six  call 
EMT’s;  all  at  the  basic  level.  Advanced  life  support  can  be  provided 
when  needed  with  mutual  aid  from  Taunton  Ambulance  which  is 
staffed  with  EMT/Paramedics.  The  EMT’s  of  the  Berkley  Fire 
Department  train  monthly  to  maintain  their  skills  and  stay  on  top  of 
the  changes  and  problems  they  face  in  the  emergency  medical  field. 
One  of  the  Berkley  firefighters  completed  an  EMT  training  course  and 
hopes  to  attain  his  license  by  April  of  1989. 

The  Berkley  Firemens’  Association  reached  their  ambulance  fund 
goal  in  1988  and  the  purchase  of  a new  ambulance  became  a reality.  A 
1989  Wheeled  Coach  van  ambulance  was  purchased  and  delivery  is 
expected  by  early  March.  The  new  ambulance  will  have  new  equipment 
and  be  designed  to  outfit  advanced  life  support  equipment  should  the 
Town  decide  to  go  that  way  in  the  future. 

The  Fire  Department  received  its  newest  tanker/pumper  in 
September  of  1988  and  it  was  placed  in  service  at  the  Myricks  station. 
This  new  tanker  increased  the  Department’s  water  supply  by  1000 
gallons  and  upgraded  the  Department’s  fire  protection  capability. 

This  past  year  the  number  of  fire  calls  increased  an  average  of  39%. 
The  Fire  Department  responded  to  18  false  alarms  in  1988,  both  in 
commercial  buildings  and  residential  dwellings.  Many  accidental 
alarms  were  system  malfunctions. 

In  October  Robert  Milne  of  Berkley  started  as  a full-time 
firefighter/EMT  on  the  Berkley  Fire  Department,  replacing  Lance 
Smith.  Robert  Milne  has  lived  in  Berkley  for  six  years  and  has  been 
licensed  as  an  Emergency  Medical  Technician  for  four  years. 
Firefighter  Milne  has  been  a member  of  the  call  department  for  six 
years  and  has  attended  numerous  Fire  Academy  training  courses. 
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The  Berkley  Fire  Prevention  Officer  Lieutenant  Kevin  Partridge  is 
working  to  make  Berkley  a fire  safe  community.  Each  year  fire 
prevention  in  the  Berkley  Schools,  with  students  in  K-3,  make  the 
children  more  aware  of  the  dangers  of  fire  and  what  to  do  in  an 
emergency.  Fire  inspections  in  all  new  construction  are  required  to 
make  sure  all  fire  codes  are  adhered  to.  Many  of  the  structure  fires 
may  have  been  avoided  if  only  good  fire  prevention  practices  were 
practiced.  Lieutenant  Partridge  stresses  the  importance  of  fire  preven- 
tion practice  in  your  home;  “an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a pound 
of  cure”.  TOWN  RESIDENTS  SHOULD  HAVE  AVAILABLE  THE 
EMERGENCY  NUMBER  FOR  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  — 
CALLING  THE  CORRECT  NUMBER  SAVES  VALUABLE  TIME, 
which  could  make  the  difference. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Firefighters  and  Emergency  Medical  Technicians 
for  their  unending  support  throughout  the  year  of  1988.  I would  also 
like  to  thank  the  Berkley  Police  Department  and  Berkley  Highway 
Department  for  commitment  to  the  Berkley  Fire  Department  and  the 
Town.

The  Communication  Center  has  increased  its  staff  by  hiring  four 
additional  part-time  Public  Safety  Dispatchers.  This  does  not  cost  the 
Town  of  Berkley  more  money,  it  facilitates  scheduling.  Only  in 
extreme  emergencies  is  there  more  than  one  dispatcher  on  duty.  The 
workload  continues  to  increase  and  the  “temporary”  quarters  are 
becoming  more  inadequate  each  year.  A growing  population  is  more 
demanding  as  the  Town  still  is  without  centralized  offices.  Plans  are  in 
progress  to  alleviate  this  situation  in  the  near  future. 

Our  primary  purpose  continues  to  be  dispatching  Public  Safety 
services  of  the  Ambulance  Service,  the  Fire  Department,  the  Highway 
Department,  and  the  Police  Department  to  the  Citizens  of  Berkley. 
We  also  serve  many  other  departments  in  Town  and  serve  as  a twenty- 
four  hour  Information  Center. 

We  try  to  maintain  an  accurate  listing  of  names,  addresses,  and 
phone  numbers  of  residents  which  helps  us  to  serve  the  Community 
more  efficiently.  We  request  your  assistance  in  this  endeavor. 
Residents  with  alarms  should  furnish  us  with  emergency  numbers 
where  they  can  be  reached. 

Special  thanks  to  the  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department,  Highway 
Department,  and  Police  Department  who  work  together  with 
Communication  personnel  to  offer  the  best  Public  Safety  services 
possible  to  the  Citizens  of  Berkley.

BERKLEY  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


As  townspeople  become  aware  of  the  Commission’s  responsibility 
to  protect  the  wetlands,  we  find  that  this  task  occupies  much  more  of 
our  time,  as  development  increases  in  Berkley. 

Any  work  done  within  100  feet  of  a wetland  (Resource  Area)  requires 
a determination  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
applies  to  that  area  and  to  the  proposed  work.  A written  Request  for 
Determination  or  the  filing  of  a Notice  of  Intent  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Conservation  Commission  together  with  plans  showing  the  existing 
characteristics  of  the  area  and  the  extent  of  the  work  to  be  done.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


December  31,  1988 

On  June  30,  1989,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  thirty  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol 
County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to 
reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The 
Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending 
fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  — To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only 
on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  — To  reduce  the  emergence  of 
adult  mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  — To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain- 
filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  — To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to 
their  type  and  number  — a program  necessary  in  encephalitis 
surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine 
what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  — A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and 
construct  mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce 
their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to 
use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the 
people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the 
biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using 
three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to 
insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to 
reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment 
are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a yearly  basis. 
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The  1988  mosquito  season  started  around  the  first  of  April  with 
larvae  appearing  throughout  most  of  the  county.  Precipitation  from 
January  4nd  through  May  11th  totaled  10  inches  of  snow  and  10  inches 
of  rain.  This  was  half  the  amount  of  precipitation  during  the  same 
period  of  the  previous  year.  As  a result,  many  swamp  areas  were  only 
half  filled  with  water  while  others  remained  totally  dry.  With  fewer 
available  breeding  sites  the  spring  brood  was  much  lower  this  year. 

On  May  23rd  all  spray  crews  started  spraying  in  areas  where  adult 
populations  were  heavy.  By  mid  season  most  of  the  spring  brood  had 
been  knocked  down  and  mosquito  populations  remained  very  light  until 
early  August  when  we  had  a flare  up  caused  by  heavy  rain  at  the  end  of 
July.  This  situation  was  quickly  brought  under  control  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  season  was  relatively  mosquito  free.  There  were  no 
recorded  cases  of  EE  in  Bristol  County  during  the  1988  mosquito 
season. 

With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our  work  turned  to  water 
management  projects.  At  this  time  crews  cut  brush  and  clean  debris 
from  existing  ditches  and  streams  in  order  to  insure  a better  flow  of 
water  from  normally  wet  areas. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a total  of  2.15  acres  were 
larvicided  and  498  catch  basins  that  were  found  to  be  breeding  were 
treated.  During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a total  of  1,140  feet  of  brush 
was  cut  from  ditches  and  1,140  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed. 
Our  crawler  tractor  also  dug  2,200  feet  of  drainage  ditch. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Berkley  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving 
them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a question  as  to  what 
might  be  done  to  relieve  a mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is 
water  management  work,  treatment  of  a breeding  site,  or  just  having  an 
area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

It  is  amazing  how  the  full  and  fair  cash  values  of  roadfront  properties 
have  increased  since  the  last  revaluation  of  FY  1986.  All  one  has  to  do 
is  to  take  a ride  on  any  street  in  Berkley  with  “open  eyes”  to  the 
construction  and  loss  of  open  space  to  witness  what  has  transpired 
during  this  comparitively  short  period  of  time.  As  a citizen  and  voter, 
you  should  also  realize  your  vote  is  needed  to  approve  or  disapprove 
the  amount  of  monies  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

We,  the  small  community  of  Berkley,  have  gone  through  the  programs 
of  revaluation,  public  disclosure,  certification  by  the  Department  of 
Revenue,  set  the  tax  factor,  and  the  tax  rate  and  have  had  our  tax  rate 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Revenue.  The  basis  for  the  full  and  fair 
cash  values  were  derived  from  direct  analysis  of  sales  transactions  that 
were  recorded  from  January  1,  1986  thru  January  1,  1988. 

Many  cities  and  towns  have  normal  relief  from  taxation  for  residential 
property  owners  due  to  tax  levies  on  industrial,  commercial  and  personal 
properties.  Unfortunately,  we  as  a town  do  not  enjoy  that  comfort.  We 
are  strictly  a residential  community  with  a factor  of  one. 

Because  our  values  and  tax  rate  have  been  certified  by  the  Department 
of  Revenue,  an  aggrieved  taxpayer  has  to  go  through  the  abatement 
procedure.  The  Board  of  Assessors  has  full  authority  to  grant  an 
abatement  if,  within  thirty  days  of  the  receipt  of  their  tax  bill,  proof  of 
an  erroneous  assessment  is  presented  by  that  property  owner.  The 
Board  of  Assessors  have  stretched  their  ability  to  the  limit  in 
processing  most  of  the  abatement  requests. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Berkley 
for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to 
serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a question 
regarding  their  taxes,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

1988  brought  dramatic  changes  to  our  town.  Indian  Meadows  were 
turned  into  subdivisions  and  Indian  artifacts  were  lost  forever. 
Woodlands  were  destroyed,  the  Aquifer,  Berkley’s  most  precious 
resource  is  also  endangered  and  gravel  trucks  are  carrying  Berkley’s 
heritage  out  of  town.  Because  of  this,  Berkley’s  character  is  changing. 

We  supplied  information  for  the  Environmental  impact  study  in 
relation  to  the  Berkley  Bridge  survey.  Historical  data  about  the  houses 
and  sites  near  the  bridge  in  West  Berkley  so  called,  was  also  provided. 
Included  in  the  survey  is  the  site  of  Henry  and  George  Crane’s 
shipyard  with  the  remains  of  the  old  shipways  and  ship’s  pit  still 
visible.  In  this  shipyard  located  on  the  property  of  Blanche  E.  and 
Alexander  Trzcinski,  the  largest  two  masted  schooner  built  in 
America,  The  Oliver  Ames,  was  launched  in  1866.  Five  blacksmith 
shops  were  located  near  the  shipyard  and  the  last  remaining  one 
situated  near  the  Berkley  Bridge  and  operated  by  the  late  Joseph  H. 
Babbitt. 

We  have  answered  many  inquiries  both  local  and  national  about 
historic  sites  and  events  relating  to  our  town.  We  welcome  inquiries 
from  new  residents  concerning  historical  information  as  there  is  much 
about  our  heritage  to  be  very  proud  of  and  must  be  preserved. 

We  note  with  regret  the  passing  of  Sybil  Pierce  Jones,  a lady  who 
had  a tremendous  amount  of  early  Berkley  historical  knowledge 
particularly  the  Assonet  Neck  area.  She  freely  shared  her  knowledge 
of  early  Berkley  and  we  will  miss  her  Yankee  humor. 

As  we  lose  our  Senior  residents  their  vast  knowledge  of  early 
Berkley  history  will  disappear.  It  is  our  duty  to  educate  the  new 
generation  and  preserve  the  historic  traditions  of  our  Town.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Growth  has  finally  caught  up  with  Berkley.  A new  school,  a larger 
Police  Department  and  more  equipment  was  needed  to  maintain  our 
Town.  Growth  means  more  services  and  every  department  is  showing 
the  growing  problem.  For  example,  where  do  you  go  to  look  for  a 
town  service?  Without  a central  office  building,  everyone  is  working 
out  of  private  homes. 

With  the  Braga  Bridge  construction  project  going  on  in  Fall  River, 
Berkley  became  an  alternate  route.  Our  intertown  roads  just  became 
expressways  and  the  flow  of  traffic  doubled  overnight.  Within  two 
weeks,  the  approach  retaining  wall  to  the  Berkley  Bridge  blew  out  and 
it  became  the  Town’s  responsibility  to  repair  the  damage.  The  state 
supplied  the  materials,  but  recommended  that  in  no  way  we  close  the 
roadway  for  repairs.  Between  working  with  the  traffic  and  the  tides, 
the  project  took  twice  as  long. 

Purchasing  a used  screening  plant  has  let  us  process  materials  any 
time  when  needed.  Winter  sand,  processed  gravel,  and  screened  loam 
has  now  become  a routine  project  for  the  Highway  Department.  We 
are  now  even  making  our  own  asphalt  mix.  Using  our  own  processed 
materials  has  cut  this  cost  in  half. 

Last  summer  was  extremely  hot  and  projects  were  stalled  because  of 
the  extreme  heat.  The  Porter  and  Padelford  Street  projects  were 
completed  in  October  and  Church  Street  was  started.  Locust  Street 
was  put  aside  until  next  year  because  of  time.  Work  on  Padelford 
Street  will  continue  until  money  runs  out.  A portion  of  Myricks  Street 
will  be  repaved  and  work  on  Berkley  Street  will  be  considered.  We  are 
a small  department  and  the  money  will  only  go  so  far. 

Christmas  lights  were  placed  around  the  Common.  New  trees  were 
planted  and  the  Highway  Department  enjoyed  doing  it.  The  basket- 
ball court  was  paved  and  striped.  We  changed  it  over  to  an  ice  rink, 
but  the  climate  didn’t  work  with  us.  A warm  winter  caused  poor 
conditions,  but  it  surely  isn’t  something  to  complain  about.  Is  it? 

For  a few  years,  a big  concern  of  mine  was  the  Common.  By  using  it 
as  a big  parking  lot,  it  has  become  an  eyesore.  Well,  it’s  time  to  put 
some  effort  back  into  nature.  I hope  to  put  it  back  like  it  was  twenty 
years  ago,  just  once.  Maybe  then  people  will  stop  using  it  as  a parking 
lot,  and  will  enjoy  some  grassy  areas. 
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Berkley  is  a great  town  to  live  in,  and  also  to  work  for.  As  I look 
back  over  the  years,  I have  represented  this  town  in  municipal  offices 
for  over  half  my  life.  I hope  my  services  have  made  a difference,  and 
maybe  in  the  future,  I will  accomplish  my  goals  with  the  help  of  the 
Townspeople.  Even  on  a bad  day,  I’ve  always  seemed  to  make  at  least 
one  person  smile.

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4.  COMMENT 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  I submit  my  first  report  as  your  Town 
Collector-Treasurer.  As  in  the  last  few  years,  these  offices  have  seen  a 
lot  of  growth.  The  Tax  Office  has  had  a large  increase  in  Real  Estate 
Bills  and  Motor  Vehicle  as  well  as  an  increase  in  revenue.  As  the  value 
of  property  goes  up,  we  are  not  seing  as  much  property  going  into  Tax 
Title  and  those  that  are  seemed  to  be  redeemed  in  an  earlier  time  span. 

The  Treasurers’  Office  has  seen  a few  changes  as  the  State  is 
constantly  changing  the  structure  of  reports  or  adding  new  ones.  The 
biggest  change  is  the  School  Bond  Issue  which  took  place  this  year. 
With  a little  more  effort  by  the  Treasurer  and  Town  Accountant  in 
preparing  a financial  statement  and  reports  needed,  we  were  able  to 
get  an  A rating  which  effects  the  interest  rate  on  the  Bond  itself.  This 
alone  saved  the  Town  several  thousand  dollars  in  the  long  run.  I have 
submitted  a separate  report  on  the  school  issue  to  show  you  the 
progress  and  costs  as  of  January  31,  1989. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  the  other  Departments  that  have  helped 
in  any  way  to  make  the  changeover  an  easier  one.  A special  thanks  to 
the  Fire  Chief,  Town  Accountant  and  Highway  Surveyor.

1988 


I responded  to  523  requests  for  service  as  Animal  Control  Officer  in 
1988.  The  categories  were  dog  complaints  and  investigations;  stray  or 
lost  horses;  stray  or  lost  cows;  lost  or  dead  cats;  miscellaneous 
domestic  animals;  wild  animals  and  birds.  There  were  45  cases  where  I 
was  required  to  board  animals  for  a period  of  10  days  as  mandated  by 
law.  The  number  of  calls  increased  over  1987  by  70  or  approximately 
15%.  This  indicates  the  ever  increasing  necessity  for  this  service. 

Berkley  residents  are  urged  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
:ontents  of  the  Animal  Control  By-Law  adopted  by  the  Town  in 
November  of  1987.  The  By-Law  is  located  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  office 
and  became  effective  March  10,  1988. 

My  sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  residents  of  Berkley  for 
their  cooperation  in  aiding  me  to  perform  my  job.  I offer  special 
thanks  to  Barry  Emond,  Animal  Control  Officer  for  the  City  of 
Taunton,  who  has  assisted  me  on  numerous  occasions  with  his 
expertise  and  equipment.

Our  meetings  are  held  in  the  Town  Office  Building,  1 North  Main 
Street  at  7:00  p.m.,  Thursday  evenings.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend 
and  to  participate.  We  are  in  need  of  volunteers  to  serve  on  several 
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boards,  commissions  and  committees.  If  you  feel  as  though  you  would 
like  to  serve  YOUR  Town,  please  feel  free  to  contact  any  one  of  the 
Selectmen  or  our  Secretary,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lanord.  Our  office  is  open

An  Environmental  Impact  Study  is  now  being  conducted  on  the 
replacement  of  the  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge  on  Elm  Street.  This  phase 
should  be  completed  by  late  Spring  of  1989  and  hopefully  a new 
bridge  will  become  a reality  in  four  to  five  years. 

In  December,  the  new  Berkley  Community  School  Building  was 
completed  and  occupied.  This  is  the  largest  building  project  ever 
undertaken  by  the  Town.  The  occupation  of  this  building  has 
consolidated  all  school  classes  into  one  building  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  Town  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  determine  except  for 
during  the  1700’s  when  the  Town  was  first  established. 

The  Board  voted  to  turn  the  Old  Town  Hall  on  Berkley  Common 
back  to  the  Berkley  Lion’s  Club  to  be  used  as  a Community  Building 
under  the  direction  and  funding  of  the  Lion’s  Cub.  The  former 
Edward  G.  Canuel  Primary  School  at  1 North  Main  Street  will 
become  the  Town  Office  Building  in  the  Spring  of  1989.  The  Town  re- 
tained the  portable  classrooms  from  the  primary  school  and  one  has 
become  an  office  for  the  Highway  Department  and  the  other  four  will 
be  set  up  to  replace  the  mobile  home  that  serves  as  a Communications 
Center  and  Police  Station. 

The  garage  building  located  at  3 North  Main  Street  that  has  been 
vacated  by  R.G.M.  Trucking,  is  now  in  use  as  a storage  facility  for 
surplus  equipment  by  several  Town  Departments. 

In  July  of  1988,  Police  Chief  David  M.  Mason,  resigned  to  take  a 
similar  position  in  Weare,  New  Hampshire.  This  Board,  after  inter- 
viewing twelve  candidates,  appointed  Harold  G.  Ashley,  Jr.,  as  Chief 
of  Police.  Chief  Ashley  has  been  with  the  Berkley  Police  Department 
since  1965  (23  years)  and  has  been  a full-time  officer  since  1978, 
serving  first  as  a Sergeant  and  then  promoted  to  Lieutenant. 

This  Board  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Edmond  B.  St.  Yves  and  Mr. 
Rene  E.  St.  Yves  for  their  generosity  in  donating  eight  acres  of  land  to 
the  Town  of  Berkley  to  be  used  for  school  purposes  at  the  site  of  the 
Berkley  Community  School.  This  Board  would  also  like  to  wish  them 
success  in  their  new  automobile  dealership  on  Myricks  Street  which  is  an 
asset  to  the  Town  in  expanding  our  commercial  and  industrial  tax  base. 
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We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Town  is  in  a fairly  good  finan- 
cial position  despite  the  condition  of  the  Commonwealth.  Hopefully, 
we  will  be  able  to  survive  FY  90  without  any  reductions  in  service, 
although  any  expansion  of  services  may  be  very  difficult  without  any 
additional  State  Aid. 

The  Board  of  Health  and  the  Selectmen  have  been  working 
throughout  the  year  to  find  a solution  to  the  solid  waste  problem. 
Hopefully,  a solution  will  be  surfacing  during  1989.  It  looks  as  though 
we  may  need  to  take  several  approaches  to  the  problem  such  as 
incineration,  recycling,  composting,  and  landfill  for  ash  only.  As  the 
cost  of  solid  waste  disposal  continues  to  skyrocket,  we  may  be  forced 
into  some  kind  of  user  fee  to  help  support  this  problem  as  an 
alternative  to  solely  relying  on  the  tax  base. 

The  other  area  of  skyrocketing  costs  has  been  in  insurance  costs. 
The  Bristol  County  Commissioners  have  retained  a consultant  to  look 
at  the  areas  of  health  insurance.  Our  building,  vehicle  and  liability 
insurance  policies  are  being  reviewed  by  a committee  comprised  of 
several  Town  Officials  and  Citizens  who  are  knowledgeable  in  the 
insurance  business. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  report  that  the  Bonding  of  the  new  school 
has  been  completed  and  due  to  the  diligent  efforts  of  the  Town 
Treasurer,  Town  Accountant  and  several  other  Town  Officials,  we 
were  able  to  sell  the  Bond  at  less  than  seven  (7%)  per  cent,  which 
reflects  the  excellent  financial  condition  of  the  Town. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  Town  Officials  and  Citizens  for  their 
support  and  cooperation  during  1988.

To  the  Residents  of  Berkley: 

This  year  we  were  fortunate  not  to  have  had  any  major  disasters 
requiring  our  services.  The  only  “disaster”  as  such  was  the  large 
amounts  of  paperwork  required  to  update  and  complete  the 
EMERGENCY  OPERATIONS  PLAN  which  now  encompasses 
HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS  EMERGENCIES  (HAZ  MAT).  This 
preparation  is  mandated  as  the  Town  has  a major  highway  and  a rail 
line  passing  through  it,  either  of  which  could  pose  a serious  problem 
should  a HAZ  MAT  incident  occur.  I am  happy  to  say  the  plans  have 
been  completed  and  the  required  deadlines  have  been  met. 

Also  another  year  of  thanks  is  in  order  for  Mr.  Robert  Harmon  who 
again  has  graciously  assisted  the  Council  on  Aging  in  transporting 
foodstuffs  from  the  Brockton  warehouse. 

It  is  also  our  hope,  as  future  funding  permits,  to  have  a small 
building  erected  to  house  our  equipment  in  one  central  location,  to 
purchase  a new  generator  as  our  old  one  is  beyond  reasonable  repair, 
to  purchase  two  new  halogen  floodlights  with  stands  and  to  repair  a 
large  trailer-mounted  generator  obtained  from  Surplus  Property  to 
use  for  emergencies  requiring  large  amounts  of  electrical  power. 

We  also  would  like  to  thank  the  Fire  Department,  the  Police 
Department,  the  Highway  Department  and  all  those  others  who  have 
helped  us,  for  their  continued  assistance  and  support.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Kindergarten  Registration 

1.  To  enter  Kindergarten,  a child  must  be  five  years  of  age  on  or 
before  August  31  of  the  year  of  entry. 

2.  A Birth  Certificate  must  be  presented  at  registration. 

3.  A doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diptheria, 
pertussis,  tetanus,  measles,  and  poliomyelities,  unless  exempted 
for  medical  reasons,  must  be  presented  at  registration  time. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massachusetts 
Health  Form  by  the  child’s  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  arranged  for  a 
hearing  and  vision  evaluation  at  school. 

Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  doctor’s  certificate  are  only  necessary  for 
communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by  the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to  school  unless 
the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically  stating  the  name 
of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given,  the  student’s 
diagnosis,  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medication  during 
school  hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be  accompanied  by  a 
signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent  requesting  the  administration 
of  the  medication.  A final  check  with  the  physician  will  be  made 
by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of  the  parent 
and  only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide  transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  annually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades  four  and  eight. 

Pediculosis  Policy 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  committee  to  send  pupils  home  from 

school  for  treatment  if  they  are  found  to  have  pediculosis. 

A pupil  who  has  pediculosis  shall  be  sent  home  from  school  by  the 

Principal  or  his/her  designee.  Parents  are  responsible  for  transportation. 
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Readmission  to  school  is  subject  to  approval  by  the  school  nurse. 

If  pediculosis  is  discovered  in  a pupil  on  three  (3)  occasions,  the 
fourth  incidence  will  require  a certificate  from  a physician. 

School  Notes 

When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he/she  is  expected  to  bring 
with  him/her  a written  excuse  from  his/her  parents  explaining  his/her 
absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  school  day  should  be 
made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent.

Students  who  are  not  transported  to  school  by  bus,  should  arrive  at 
their  respective  school  fifteen  minutes  before  the  start  of  classes.

During  the  winter  when  we  have  snow  or  ice  storms,  the  decision  as 
to  whether  we  have  a late  start  day  or  no  school  will  be  broadcast  on 
the  following  radio  stations  between  5:30  A.M.  and  6:30  A.M.

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Emergency  Situations 

Parents  should  be  aware  that  emergencies  may  arise  while  students 
are  in  school.  Due  to  the  emergency,  students  may  be  released  early. 
We  would  place  such  announcements  on  the  radio.  However,  all 
parents  may  not  be  notified.  It  is  very  important  that  parents  make 
arrangements  for  the  shelter  and  supervision  of  their  child  in  case  of 
such  emergencies.  Neighbors  or  relatives  should  be  notified  and 
students  should  know  what  to  do  if  parents  are  not  at  home. 


Transportation 

Bus  transportation  is  provided  for  our  students  in  Grades  K-12.  Bus 
rules  for  students  have  been  established  by  the  School  Committee.  A 
student  must  not  abuse  the  privilege  of  riding  to  and  from  school  by 
misbehavior.  The  enforcement  of  bus  rules  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
bus  driver.  An  infraction  of  the  bus  rules  will  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  pupil(s)  involved  by  a verbal  explanation  and  warning 
by  the  driver.  If  a verbal  warning  is  not  sufficient,  the  driver  will 
complete  a written  report.  A pupil  may  be  placed  on  probation  if  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Principal  the  student’s  behavior  has  been 
unacceptable.  A pupil  shall  lose  his/her  privilege  of  riding  on  the  bus 
for  serious  infractions  which  affect  the  safety  of  the  driver  and  other 
youngsters  on  the  bus  or  for  acts  of  deliberate  vandalism.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during 
the  1988  calendar  year. 

The  biggest  story  of  the  year  is  the  new  and  renovated  building! 
Because  of  the  dedication,  flexibility,  hard  work,  and  commitment  of 
the  Berkley  Middle  School  staff  lead  by  a most  capable,  professional, 
and  never  tiring  principal,  Mr.  Edward  Canuel,  the  grades  4-8 
students  continued  to  receive  their  “reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic’’. 

The  patience  and  endurance  of  the  Edward  G.  Canuel  Primary/- 
Kindergarten  staff  and  the  cooperation  of  all  parents  is  not  to  be 
overlooked. 

Most  of  all,  the  students  themselves  have  handled  it  well!  “Hats  off 
to  a great  bunch  of  Kids!’’ 

As  of  this  writing,  all  of  our  Kindergarten  through  eighth  grade 
classes  are  operating  in  the  newly  named  Berkley  Community  School. 
This  is,  in  no  small  way,  attributed  to  the  fine  work  of  our  custodial 
staff  under  the  leadership  of  the  system’s  new  Head  of  Building  and 
Grounds,  Mr.  Mark  Macdonald. 

Last  year  saw  the  K-8  enrollment  top  five  hundred  (500).  During  the 
summer  of  1988  enrollment  jumped  by  fifty-five  (55)  students.  The 
school  committee  reacted  with  one  instructional  aide  in  each  second 
grade  and  one  shared  in  the  fifth  grades.  Also,  as  we  begin  living  in 
our  new  facility,  we  have  or  will  have  soon  a new  custodian,  a 60% 
librarian,  two  Kindergarten  teachers,  a consulting  teacher/special 
education  coordinator,  and  the  assistant  principal  will  become  full 
time.  All  this  translates  into  stronger  educational  programs  for  our 
children. 

Changes  are  bitter  sweet.  Often  there  is  much  excitement  in  the 
newness  of  plant,  program,  and  personnel.  There  are  well  wishes; 
questions  of  what  next;  how  did  he  do  it  all;  appreciation  of  strong 
leadership,  management,  and  organizational  skills;  as  Dr.  Joseph  C. 
Harrington  retires  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  Berkley,  School 
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Union  #37  and  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District.  He 
worked  hard  on  behalf  of  the  students  until  his  last  day  on  the  job.  I 
am  sure  I speak  for  all  in  wishing  Joe  and  his  wife,  Helen,  a long, 
healthy,  and  happy  retirement. 

Berkley  has  long  enjoyed  the  dedicated  services  of  the  clerical  staff 
at  the  Union  #37/Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  central  office  and  did 
also  for  the  first  six  months  of  1988.  My  secretary  since  1972, 
Mrs.  Lois  Munroe,  has  also  just  retired.  Her  commitment  to  students 
and  staff  including  Berkley  was  always  outstanding.  Best  wishes  to  her 
in  her  retirement. 

This  report  comes  from  your  new  Berkley  Office  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools.  I think  everyone  enjoys  the  sound  of  that  and  I hope  that 
we  can  live  up  to  all  the  expectations  that  you  have  for  our  leadership. 

Finances  continue  to  be  a major  concern  as  we,  the  School  Committee, 
the  Town,  the  administration  and  staff  try  to  bring  quality  education 
to  the  children  of  Berkley.  Berkley  has  one  of  the  lowest  costs  per 
pupil  in  the  state;  but  of  course  the  expectations  are  that  Berkley  will 
have  an  education  program  of  the  highest  quality  including  student 
services  and  extracurricular  activities. 

Town  services  and  school  program  requirements  tax  the  people,  tax 
the  working  relationships  between  town  departments,  tax  the  working 
staff  and  tax  the  children  to  the  greatest  extent  when  resources  are  too 
small!  The  children’s  education  and  Berkley’s  share  of  the  next 
generation’s  preparation  for  participation  in  our  great  democracy  are 
in  need  of  your  continued  support. 

Mr.  Canuel  has  announced  his  retirement  as  Principal  effective 
August,  1989.  Mr.  Canuel  gives  Berkley  and  her  students  his  all!  He 
continues  to  lead  in  a most  optimistic  and  forward  looking  manner  as 
he  manages  the  “coming  together’’  of  the  Berkley  Community 
School.  Berkley  has  been  fortunate  to  have  had  him  all  these  years. 
The  School  Committee,  in  its  wisdom,  has  named  the  new  gymnasium 
in  his  honor.  It  has  always  been  good  to  work  with  Ed  but  it  has  been 
my  special  privilege  to  work  so  closely  with  him  this  year.

I hereby  submit  my  nineteenth  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Berkley  Schools.  Since  I have  resigned  as  Principal  of  Berkley  Schools 
for  the  purpose  of  retirement,  this  will  be  my  final  annual  report. 

Berkley  School  Facilities 

As  we  end  the  1988  calendar  year,  the  Berkley  Middle  School 
addition  is  99%  completed.  A certificate  of  substantial  completion  or 
occupancy  has  also  been  received.  In  the  first  weeks  of  1989,  we  will 
be  moving  the  middle  school  classes  into  their  proper  classrooms. 
Soon  thereafter,  the  Kindergarten  and  primary  classes  will  move  into 
their  new  facilities. 

For  a year  and  a half  we  have  experienced  distractions,  incon- 
veniences, and  disturbances  while  trying  to  maintain  a learning 
atmosphere  for  our  students.  It  was  tolerable  in  that  we  realized  that 
the  construction  and  renovation  phases  must  precede  the  long  awaited 
facilities.  Our  students,  Berkley  Middle  School  staff  personnel,  and 
parents  have  been  extremely  patient,  understanding,  and  supportive. 

As  1989  is  about  to  begin,  we  feel  the  excitement.  We  are  very 
anxious  to  move,  to  adjust,  and  to  experience  the  new  facilities 
provided  by  Berkley  citizens.  Our  students  will  finally  be  able  to  en- 
joy: an  excellent  library,  a great  gymnasium,  a beautiful  art  room,  a 
well  designed  music  room,  and  a well  equipped  science  laboratory  for 
our  seventh  and  eighth  graders.  We  hope  that  our  seventh  and  eighth 
graders  will  also  be  using  the  shop  and  home  economics  rooms  in 
September  with  the  addition  of  new  personnel.  Besides  these  special 
areas,  all  our  students  will  enjoy  new  regular  and  resource  classrooms. 

Personnel  Changes 

During  the  1988  calendar  year,  we  saw  several  personnel  changes.  It 
is  with  deep  regret  that  we  saw  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington  retire  as 
School  Superintendent  after  many  years  of  service.  His  educational 
background,  his  experience,  and  his  expertise  will  be  missed.  From  the 
central  office,  we  also  lost  the  services  of  James  Horton  who  served

many  years  as  Business  Manager.  We  are  grateful  for  their  past  service 
and  wish  them  success  and  good  health  in  the  future. 

The  most  important  addition  to  the  Berkley  School  system  staff  was 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Russell  F.  Latham  as  full-time  Superintendent 
of  Berkley  Schools.  This  change  was  significant  and  will  have  an 
important  impact  on  our  school  system  in  the  years  to  follow.

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Due  to  our  school  support  personnel,  1988  has  been  a year  that  our 
students  have  again  received  many  learning  experiences  and  parents 
have  been  rewarded  by  their  involvement. 

Remarks 

As  I complete  my  tenure  as  Principal  of  Berkley  Schools,  I reflect 
on  many  changes  in  the  Berkley  School  System. 

I began  as  a grade  5 teacher  in  1957  and  was  appointed  Principal  in 
1969.  During  these  many  years,  I have  seen  our  school  enrollment 
increase  by  more  than  200  students,  the  staff  grow  from  a single 
teacher  per  grade  to  three  teachers  for  some  grades,  and  our  facilities 
improve  from  an  eight  room  school  to  a new  facility  with  some  30 
classrooms  and  some  special  area  facilities.  I am  very  proud  that  I will 
retire  after  Berkley  students  enter  excellent  facilities  at  the  Berkley 
Community  School  and  the  soon  to  be  received  accreditation  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

There  has  been  a continuous  and  progressive  change  in  curriculum, 
testing  programs,  updating  textbooks,  and  resource  programs. 
Berkley  has  always  been  a conservative  community.  However,  we 
have  used  the  school  facilities  and  the  financial  resources  to  always 
provide  Berkley  students  with  the  best  education  possible.  I believe 
that  we  have  succeeded  under  these  circumstances. 

The  Berkley  School  System  will  continue  to  be  a part  of  me.  I have 
been  tremendously  honored  by  the  Berkley  School  Committee  and  the 
Berkley  Scholarship  Committee  for  naming  the  Edward  G.  Canuel 
Primary  School,  the  Canuel  Gymnasium,  and  the  Edward  G.  Canuel 
Scholarship  in  my  name.  These  tributes  were  not  necessary  but  will  be 
treasured. 

The  educational  support  and  cooperation  that  I have  received  from  the 
Berkley  School  Committee,  Superintendents  of  Schools:  Robert  T.  Roy, 
Dr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington,  and  Russell  F.  Latham,  our  great  teachers  and 
support  personnel,  various  community  organizations,  parents,  and 
students  have  provided  me  with  many  rich  learning  experiences. 

Lastly,  I wish  to  thank  the  Berkley  Community  for  the  opportunity 
of  serving  the  Berkley  School  System  to  the  best  of  my  abilities.

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Report  of  the  School  Building  Committee

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  for  calendar  year  1988. 

As  1987  came  to  a close,  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington,  then 
Superintendent  of  Schools  reported  “the  original  goal  was  to  have  the 
addition  and  renovation  complete  by  January,  1989.  As  the  year  closed, 
it  was  estimated  that  the  project  was  five  to  eight  weeks  behind 
schedule  as  a result  of  preliminary  problems  between  the  general 
contractor  and  the  masonry  sub-contractor.’’ 

Through  winter  and  spring,  the  Building  Committee  dealt  with  the 
ongoing  up-dates  and  changes  that  are  always  necessary  to  building 
construction.  Major  items  were  asbestos  removal,  rain  water 
drainage,  and  changes  in  building  plans  to  provide  office  space  for  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  By  May,  99%  of  the  concrete  for  the 
building  itself  was  completed  and  by  June,  it  was  estimated  that  50% 
of  the  building  was  completed. 

It  was  expected  that  original  furniture  and  equipment  bids  would  be 
done  in  June  and  opened  during  the  summer.  Delays  by  the  Architect 
who  was  handling  these  purchases  under  contract  with  the  committee 
caused  openings  to  be  September  15.  This  delay  is  being  seen  as  the 
year  closes  in  these  items  not  being  here  when  needed  and  running  1 to 
2 months  late. 

In  August,  School  Administration  reported  the  following: 

“It  is  exciting  to  see  our  new  school  coming  to  reality!  We  are 
progressing  on  schedule.  As  of  August  15,  1988,  everyone  involved  is 
planning  on  the  reopening  of  school  for  grades  K-8  on  Thursday, 
September  1,  1988.  If  we  are  required  to  delay  the  opening  of  school, 
it  would  be  limited  to  grades  4-8  only,  as  the  original  Middle  School  is 
still  undergoing  major  renovations. 

RENOVATION:  6 classrooms  in  completion  stage.  Work  progress- 
ing in:  Shop  room,  Home  Economics  room,  Cafeteria,  Kitchen, 
Superintendent’s  office  areas,  and  entrance. 

ADDITION:  5 classrooms  are  being  completed  for  7-8th  grades. 
Windows  are  being  installed.  Principal’s  office  is  being  renovated  for 
occupancy  in  September.  Kindergarten  and  other  areas  progressing. 
Near  schedule  with  addition.  Project  75%  completed.’’ 

In  September,  after  some  controversies,  the  town  took  over  all  the 
old  portable  classroom  sections  and  the  Highway  Department,  under 
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Mr.  Raymond  Rose’s  direction,  moved  the  building  off  the  school 
grounds  to  the  Highway  Department  at  the  Common. 

School  opened  in  September  with  one  day  delay  for  Middle  School 
students.  Planned  opening  on  September  1,  found  the  original 
building  renovation  nearly  complete  and  five  rooms  available  in  the 
new  addition.  A large  number  of  volunteers,  staff,  parents,  town 
officials  and  friends  of  the  school  moved  the  furnishings  back  into  the 
building  from  the  storage  trailers  the  previous  evening.  Middle  school 
teachers  were  in  to  prepare  their  rooms,  etc.,  and  the  asphalt  went 
down  on  the  front  driveway  the  morning  of  September  first. 

By  November,  the  renovation  of  the  original  Middle  School  and  the 
two  story  classroom  section  of  the  addition,  were  99%  complete.  As  of 
December  29,  1988,  the  whole  building  was  “substantially  complete.’’ 
(Note:  all  students,  Kindergarten  through  grade  eight  attended  school  at 
the  new  Berkley  Community  School,  January  27,  1989.) 

As  1988  came  to  a close,  money  for  the  total  project  was  tight, 
because  of  change  orders  necessary  during  the  project.  Some  to  meet 
codes  and  regulations,  some  to  handle  oversights,  and  some  to 
enhance  the  building. 

The  general  contractor  is  to  be  complete  by  February  14,  1989,  and 
the  Architect,  by  March  20,  1989.  But  as  we  finish  1988  and  look  to 
1989,  it  is  obvious  that  all  the  outside  grounds  work  is  not  complete 
and  will  be  “cost  loaded’’  and  completed  in  the  Spring.  As  mentioned 
earlier,  furniture  and  equipment  will  be  an  ongoing  project  through 
the  Spring.  There  are  also  some  lighting  concerns  that  the  committee 
will  address  with  our  school  department  electrician.  Signage  and 
graphics  will  be  an  ongoing  project.  The  school  also  has  storage  space 
problems.  Both  an  outside  storage  building  and  the  renovation  to  the 
table  storage  area  are  on  the  agenda  for  Spring/Summer,  1989. 

It  is  anticipated  that  in  the  1989  report,  a final  financial  reporting  will 
be  made.  As  of  this  writing,  the  building  will  be  completed  within  budget. 

The  Building  Committee  and  the  administration  are  aware  of  the 
inconveniences  which  have  occurred  during  the  life  of  this  project  for 
all  concerned.  The  committee  and  all  of  us  are  appreciative  of  all  the 
help,  volunteering,  cooperation,  assistance,  time,  concern  and 
guidance  which  students,  parents,  teachers,  staff,  town  officials, 
contractors,  architects  and  friends  have  given  during  1988. 

Dr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington  has  retired  as  Superintendent,  Mr.  James 
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Horton  is  no  longer  serving  Berkley.  We  miss  them  and  their  valued 
experience  and  expertise  and  thank  them  for  their  labor.  We  wish 
them  both  health  and  best  wishes. 

We  are  now  in  the  new  school  and  are  now  looking  forward  to  all  of 
the  finish  work  being  completed  and  most  energies  being  expended  on 
Educational  issues.
